Mystery Wrapped Barly Life. 
Francis Ferdinand became the heir ap-

Meyerling tragedy, the result of an uncoun- 
tenanced love for a young baroness. 

Much of Francis Ferdinand’s life was 
wrapped in a mantle of mystery. It was not 
that he was secretive or that he pursued 
the methods of the late King Louis of Ba- 
varia, whose horror of publicity was so 
great that he was wont to establish his 
abode in the most inaccessible mountain 
fastnesses and never to drive abroad save 
in the middle ot the night. 


Hapsburgs Are Isolated. 

It was merely that in Austria a great gulf 
exists between the reigning house and the 
remainder of mankind.) Not that the Hape- 
burgs are arrogant. The Austrian nobles 

are faithful, devoted, and loyal retainers of 
te Hapsburgs, but always remain in the 
role of servants. 

Then, too, the serious fllness which over- 
took Francis Ferdinand shortly after the 
ial 208 death of Crown Prince Rudolf com- 
pe him to lead for several years a quiet 
and retired life. It was a malady of such 
gravity that it was regarded for a time as 
eliminating him from all opneiderstion in 
connection with the succession to the 
throne. Contrary to general expectation, 
he recovered, and his convalescence was 
signalized by a romance in which Countess 
Sophie Chotek, daughter of a former Aus- 
trian minister plenipotentiary at Dresden. 
and one time lady in waiting to Archduch- 
ess Frederick, was the heroine. | 


Would Not Give Up Wife. 

Francis Ferdinand insisted upon making 
the countess his wife. There was only one 
means of doing this—namely, by a morgan- 
atic alllance-—and all sorts of obstacles were 
placed in the way thereof, mainly of a dy- 
nastic, political, and also of a more per- 
sonal character. The dynastic and political 
objections te the match were due to the fact 
that he was destined to succeed to the throne 
of Austria and Hungary. 

The personal opposition came largely from 
his relatives, especially f om Archduchess 
Frederick, who, after his refusal to wed 
Archduchesg Maria Dorothea, had counted 
upon his marrying one of her daughters, and 
who was terribly disappointed to find that 
they had been cut out, so to speak, by her 
lady in waiting. 


Francis Spoke Once. 

A Ring-Strasse wit once divided the arch- 
@ukes of the imperial house into those who 
were dead and those who were too lively. 

Of the living, Francis Ferdinand appeared 
to be the most defunct. Men who had trav- 
eled with him, rode, hunted, and ate with 
him reported to the outside world that the 
archduke was not a deaf mute as currently 
reported, and declared they had once or twice 
heard him say ‘ Servu¢’'’—the Austrian of- 
ficer’s Latin salutation, 


Slouchy in Appearance. 

When Francis.Ferdinand appeared at a pub- 
lic function he had anything but an ingratiat- 
ing air. He was slouch in appearance. He 
sat his Horse like a sack of potatoes, and 
his dress and carriage were considered a 
@iegrace. Dven at the races on the beau- 
tiful Freudenau, he would not brighten up, 
and the gay Viennese would cry, with con- 
siderable truth, there goes one who bores 
himself.“ 

In his early manhood he seemed to hate 
women, this moribund heir to the Austrian 
throne. He had a hatred for the mere men“ 
tion of the word “ marriage.” When he 
became the heir apparent he resisted the 
most seductive invitations to visit the for- 
eign courts, and openly announced that the 
woman was not born whom he would marry.

These repeated tragedies softened the em- 
peror. When the Archduke Ferdinand, the 
heir apparent, asked to be allowed to wed 
Sophie, Countess Chotek, Francis Joseph 
long withheld his consent to the morganatic 
marriage, because the countess never could 
become empress. But finally he gave his con- 
sent to the marriage. 

Thrice the life of the emperor has been 
attempted. In 1853, at a review in Vienna, 
a Hungarian named Joseph Libenyi tried 
to cut the emperor's throat before all his 
troops. Francis Joseph suffered a slight 
wound. The man was caught on the spot. 
On the next day he was hanged. 

The second peril came in 1866. The em- 
peror, then in Prague, was at the theater. 
As he stepped out to his carriage a man 
in the crowd tried to kill him with a pistol. 
Rescue came from an odd source. A Brit- 
ish steamship engineer who chanced to be 
in Prague and near by struck out from the 
shoulder. The assassin went down on the 
pavement and was easily subdued.

Warning to Others. 

Her death under such shocking circum- 
Stances serves once mpre as a warning to 
those women who aspire to imperial and 
royal honors to which they have not been 
born. 

The careets of Empress Eugenie, of Queen 
Desiree of Sweden, of Empress Josephine, 
of Queen Natalie, and of Queen Draga of 
Servia have each of them been more or lesa 
tragic; While the only American girl who 
has ever succeeded in attaining a seat on a 
throne, namely—the former Miss Alice Heine 
of New Orleans; who became the consort of 
the ruler of Monaco—now has lost through 
divorce both her husband and all those sov- 
ereign prerogatives to which she was 80 
much attached. 

Archduke Francis Ferdinand was the only 
prince of the historic and illustrious house 
of Hapsburg who ever visited the United 
States. He was over here some twenty years 
ago or so, at the time of the Columbian 
World’s Fair in Chicago. But although 
every effort was made to make his visit pleas- 
ant, he failed to appreciate what was done 
for him. 

The book describing his trip around the 
world, and printed for private circulation 
only, contains many references to America 
and Americans. The archduke was quite the 
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reverse of complimentary, where not openly 
hostile. It is no ¢xa ation to state that 
he had no friendly feelif® whatsoever toward 
this country, and that he was indeed rather 
prejudiced against it, which might have in- 
fluenced the policy of the dual empire towards 
the United States had he lived to take the 
throne. 

The children of the ill-fated archduke and 
his morganatic wife do not suceced to any 
of hia honors or even to his enormous es- 
tates, including immensely valuable prop- 
erty, all of Which is entailed. The children 
will inherit only what he has been able to 
set aside for their future, and while the eld- 
est boy, a lad of twelve, will inherit his 
mother’s dukedom, becoming Duke of Hohen- 
berg, his younger brother and his sister will 
remain Prince and Princess of Hohenberg, all 
three potonaing to the minor nobility.

Time Appointee of Cleveland as 
Treasury Aid, Succumbs Here, 


Attorney Delos Porter Phelps, railroad 
builder, politician, and former assistant 
United States treasurer at Chicago during 
President Grover Cleveland’s second ad- 
ministratiom, died last night at his residence 


at 4846 Calumet avenue. He was 76 years 
old. 


Mr. Phelps was born on a farm in Warren 
Nov. 16.08. e Gracuated 
in law trom Monmouth college in 1862 and 
practiced law in Monmouth until 1880. He 
was Democratic candidate for congress from 
that district in 1878 and the next year began 
buiiding a railroad between Peoria and 
Keithsburg, now the Illinois division of the 
Iowa Central railway. 

Le bridged the Mississippi river at Keiths- 
burg in 1884. In 1530 he became vice presi- 
dent and general manager of the Weir Plow

company at Monmouth and remained in that 


business until 1884. 

He was ‘chairman of the Democratic state 
central committee at the time Gen, Palmer 
was chosen senator and Grover Cleveland 
carried the state. President Cleveland ap- 
pointed him subtreasurer in Chicago in 1894. 
and he held that office four years. Fifteen 
years ago he entered the practice of law in 
Chicago, becoming senior member of the 
firm of Phelps & Cleland. In 1906 the firm 
became Phelps & Stapleton. 

He is survived by two daughters—Mrs, 
Jecob Coggin Pratt and Miss Claire Mar- 
guerite Phelps. The funeral will be held 
tomorrow from his late residence.

ter’s death has been the principal equerry in 
attendance on Queen Alcxandra. He is lord 
lieutenant 6f Rutlandshire, a veteran of the 
various wars in Egypt and in the Soudan, 
and is possessed of great wealth, derived 
from the family manufacturing and banking 
intcrests in Macclesfield and Manchester. 
The Brocklehursts are, in fact, at the head 
of the silk manufacturing trade in Great Brit- 
ain.

Brocklehurst, who has been appointed by Sir 
Ernest Shackleton to be the second in com- 
mand of his impending antarctic expedition 
of éxploration, and who was with him on his 
last trip to the antaretic in 1907-1909.

Commerce Commission Will Be- 
= gin Work at Once to Force

Washington, D. C., June 28.— [Special. 
Action of far reaching consequences, involv- 
ing the probable reduction of the price of oil 
in the United States, if not in the world, has 
been taken by the interstate commerce com- 
mission under the new powers confirmed by 
the Supreme court in the pipe ling decision. 
At an informal conference last week the 
commission decided to assume immediate su- 
pervision of oil transportation by pipe lines 
and mapped out the following program: 

The physical properties of the pipe line 
companies will be valued by the commis- 
sion as a means of determining equitable 
charges for shipment of the oil. 

Temporary rules and regulations of pipe 
line transportation will be adopted pend- 
ing the determination of reasonable rates. 

A special division will be organized to 
supervise tariffs and the regulations of

For Bull, reticence and reserve cast aside 
in his panic, told at great length and with a 
wealth of detail how he and the gang had 
dealt for years at wholesale in fixed “ ju- 
rors, perjured witnesses, faked affidavits, and 
fabricated testimony, especially designed foi 
use, in the Criminal courts of Cook county. 


Schmitz More Involved. 

Herman C. Schmitz, the indicted court 
clerk, was involved more deeply than ever 
by Bull's confession. It was upon him, Bull 
asserted, that the whole structure of the 
conspiracy rested. 

Barnhart was interested ‘particularly in 
Bull's description of the methods employed 
in reaching jurors. With a friend at 
court, it was easy to obtain the names of 
veniremen without exciting suspicion. It 
was equally easy to pick out those of the 
venire with the least moral stamina and the 
greatest need for money.

Austin Massmeeting Protests 
Against Selling School 
Land to Soo Road. 


SWITCH TRACKS OPPOSED. 


Alderman Declares He Will 
Carry Fight to the City 
Council. 


Six hundred residents of Austin held a 
protest meeting yesterday against the pro- 
posed plan of the board of education to sell 
thirteen acres of school lands in Austin to the 
Minneapolis, St. Paul and Sault Ste. Marie 
railway, — 

The railroad has made an effort to buy 
land between Harrison and Twelfth streets, 
Cicero and Laramie avenues for switch track 
and yards. The school board owns about 
150 acres in the tract. Residents of the sur- 
rounding neighborhood believe that once the 
railroad gets a hold there it eventually will 
obtain all the land and use it tor roundhouses 
and general rail yards. 


Councilman Takes Up Battle. 

The mecting was held at Resurrection hall 
at Jackson boulevard and Fifty-first avenue. 
Ald. Lynch of the schools and streets and 
alleys committees of the city council ad- 
dressed the meeting and declared that he 
would oppose the acquisition of the school 
property by the railroad in both the commit- 
tees of which he is a member. 

“Tam under no obligations to the Soo rail- 
road.“ he said, and I am going to fight the 
road'sattemptto get thisland. The residents 
of my ward—the Thirty-fifth—don’t want a 
railroad here and are willing to purchase the 
land for residences, and! I am going to fight 
their battle in the city council.“ 

The railroad hae offered $66,000 for the 
property, but residents of the neighborhood 
are said to be willing to pay that much or 
more. 


1,000 Sign Protest Petition. 

Father M. J. Sullivan presided at the meet- 
ing and at the conclusion it was announced 
that.1,000 signatures to a protest petition had 
been obtained. The Rev. Mr. Hopkins, pas- 
tor of the Congregational church, at Fiftieth 
avenue and Congress street, declared that his 
church would be forced to move if the rail- 
road acquired the property. 

We are planning to build a new edifice,” 
he said, ‘“‘ but we will have to move away if 
a railroad with its noise comes in here.“ 

William E. Golden, chairman of the parks, 
fire, and police committee of the South Aus- 
tin Improvement club, said that more thana 
thousand other names would be obtained on 
petitions to present to the board of educa- 
tion at its meeting Friday. 

“If the railroad is successful in obtain- 


ing the property,.“ Mr. Golden said, it means 


it will ruin the neighborhood for several 
blocks around for residence purposes. Two 
railroads—the Great Western and the Balti- 
more and Ohio Terminal — already run 
through the neighborhood.”

ginning to doubt that the triumph of either 
Carranza or the Niagara mediation plan

The developments of the last twenty-four 


ing short of American intervention and 
pacification on the Cuban plan will bring 
permanent relief to distraught Mexico. 
The publication today of correspondence 
alleged to have passed between Sherburne 
G. Hopkins, Washington representative of 


the Waters-Pierce On company, lent addi- 
tional force to the charges that the real 
trouble in Mexico is the warfare between 
big interests for control of the oll sources 
of the country and of the railway system. 


Hopkins Represents Both? 

This correspondence indicated that Hop- 
kins, while acting as agent for Carranza, is 
also attorney for Pierce and has been fur- 
thering a scheme of Pierce to wrest control 
ot the Mexican National railways from for- 
eign interests, among which his rival oil 
producer, Lord Cowdray, is conspicuous. 
The Pierce plan is to induce Carranza to 
oust the present directors of the rall way 
system and reorganize the lines in the terri- 
tory he controls with directors friendly to 
Pierce and other financiers. So far, appar- 
ently, Carranza has not acquiesced in this 
scheme. 

That the oil interests were aiding revolu- 
tions and counter tevolutions in Mexico is a 
fact that was established a year and a half 
ago by the investigation conducted by the 
senate committee, of which Senator William 
Alden Smith of Michigan was chairman. 

The activity of Lord Cowdray, the Standard 
Oll company, and Pierce, and of their agents 
in this country, has’ been denounced repeat- 
edly on the floor of the senate and only re- 
cently in the hoube by Representative Mad- 
den of Chicago. The testimony taken by the 
Bmith committee, which was published by 
THe TRIBUNE, disclosed conclusively the 
revolution breeding warfare between the 
rival oil interests, 


Rebel Victory Won’t Help. 

That the success of the Constitutionalist 
cause will assure cessation of this evil in- 
fluence upon the destinies of Mexico is 
doubted in the light of the latest develop- 
ments. 

The statement of Alfred Breceda yester- 
day, admitting that the Carranza-Villa feud 
had been patched up only temporarily, indi-

Niagara Falls, Ont., June 23.—{Special.j—

Tells of Attempted Blackmafl, 

Mr. Kittoe wrote to Mr. Wilkerson of an 
attempt to blackmail the Kittoe concern by 
men who represented themselves as officials 
of the boilermakers’ union. Mr. Kittoe ea 
serts these labor leaders demanded $300 fora 
permit for his concern toerect material made 
in an open shop and the right to do general 
erecting work in Chicago for a period of three 
years. Two union men are named by Mr. 
Kittoe as having made the proposition. 

Mr. Kittoe says he went to Chicago to meet 
the labor men who had threatened him and 
at a conference, held in a secret meeting place 
for labor men was told that unless he paid 
over the stipulated sum he would not be pere 
mitted to erect any of his manufactured ma- 
terial in Chicago.

„Our affair with these blackmailing laber

Conference in Chicago. 

“Our factory is an open shop. After we 
had fabricated material here and shipped 
to Chicago we received notice that on ag 
count of this material being fabricated in 


an open shop we would not be permitted to 


erect it, despite the fact that we had subiet 
the erection to the Acme Boiler works of 
Chicago, a union shop. Thereupon I pro- 
ceded to Chicago and had a conference with 
a representative of the boller makers union 
and a representative of the structural iron 
workers’ union. 

“I met these parties in a room in the 
Grand Opera house building, to which ad- 
mission was gained after the labor men had 
given certain signals and passwords. They 
declined, however, to hold the conference 
in the presence of the other parties in the 
room, and an adjournmnt was taken to a 
barroom in the same building, at which 
place the offer was made to me that upon 
payment of $300 our company should have 
permission to do erecting work in Chicago 
for three years, employing union labor, with 
the additional stipulation that we were to 
write a letter stating that we were willing 
to have our shop in Canton unionized, al- 
though it was uhderstood that no such 
unionization Was to take place.

Mix these well, then mois- 
ten with four drops of attar of roses, four of oil 
of chiris, twenty of cil melissne, and the same 
of oil of éucalyptus ten drops of bergamot, 
and two drams of alcohol. Shake the clinging 
salty moisture from the rose petals before stir- 
ring in the perfume and oils. Toss all lightly 
and quickly and return tg the jar. Cover close- 
ly and keep in a dark, tool place to “ripen.” 
Tou may turn into fancy jars at the end of two 
weeks.. If kept closely covered it will retain its 
perfume for twenty years.

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Camp Cookery. 


HERE is a perennial interest in the “ grub 
stake” for the camping Party. Horace 
Kephart's “Camp Cookery” is a good 

? obok to include in the camping outfit, and 
‘ai there are others. If any one wants to 
know about the desiccated and dehydrated foods 
there is something to be learned from “ Winter 
Camping,” by Warwick S. Carpenter. These are 
mostly trademarked things, 

The Boy Scout movement encourages boys to 
learn cookery, and when in camp some of these 
boys develop considerable skill as cooks. The 
greatest problem is the making of a suitable 
fire or of adapting utensils and fire to the job. 
Eggs can be fried on a piece of paper on a rock 
in the sun, and the clever boy who can manage 
to concentrate the sun on a kettle of ceréal 
that has once been brought to boil, will see it 
finely cooked after a few hours if he is patient. 
The fire from newspapers can be concentrated 
in such a way as to cook steaks and bacon. 

The hole in the ground has been adapted in 
various ways by the old fashioned leaders of 
barbecues, and country women quite universally 
know how to cook the best beans in the world 
in a hole in the ground. Some hot coals, rein- 
forced by stones heated when these were made, 
are wonderful bakers. It is always difficult to 
keep they men and boys of a picnic party pa- 
tient, however, until due time has elapsed. 

— 


The Red Cross people in general have let oth- 
ers work out camp cooking problems, but a re- 
cent article by an English writer on “ Out in 
Camp,” tells how they have turned their atten- 
tion to this practical matter. The writer says: 

“The very word ‘camp’ conjures a picture of 
extreme discomfort to the cook. Her character 
is at stake; she must not fail; yet how to suc- 
ceed with no kitchen range, no ever ready sup- 
ply of fuel and materials? I have two fires 
going, one for boiling, stewing, frying, etc.; 
the other is adapted for faking, but can be 
used for other purposes. The first, a 
*dug-out,’ can be made in two ways. 

“Choose a bank, cut a piece out about two 
and a half feet long and two feet high. You 
now have a grate with right and left wings 
which shelter the fire from the wind. If possi- 
ble get material to roof in the top. You will 
then find the fire more sheltered from the un- 
kind elements se seem to turn every effort 
into disaster. 

“For the roof, place some sods across and 
support them by iron bars or [wire netting

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stretchen across and 1 with mud. In 
fact, any material that will not burn will prove 
suitable. Leave an opening at the back for 
the smoke to escape. An old coffee tin with 
the bottom and top out will make a very good 
chimney, If no bank is available, build up the 
fireplace instead of digging it out.

This fire is very convenient for frying and 
cooking small things. For frying, place a cou- 
ple of bricks or flower pots about eight to nine 
inches apart and rest the frying pan on the 
arch thus formed. 

“The second fire is- on the ‘trench’ system. 
A small and exceedingly useful one can be made 
in a very short time. Dig a trench two yards 
long, six inches at one end, deepening to two 
feet at the mouth. The width is one foot till 
within thirty inches of the mouth, where it 
should widen out to thirty inches. Make a 
chimney at the shallow end with sods. Two 
pleces of iron or corrugated fron are needed to 
lay over the trench and one additional piece two 
feet by sixteen inches will be wanted later 
on. Light a good fire. You will then find the 
iron covering the trench will be hot enough to

If the heat is great 
do not bake directly the embers have been raked 
out. (2.) Do not forget that bread, meat, and 
pastry should be the first to go in—they want 
a brisk heat for the first part of baking; cakes, 
custards, etc., will do well when the bread is 
baked. (3) Do not open the oven door more 
often than is necessary. Sheet iron is not nec- 
essary. If you cannot obtain {it biscuit tins (we 
would say dripping pans) opened out and ham- 
mered straight wll prove quite workable. No 
e working in the open should despise any- 
thing.’
